Berlin, June 19.—The German consul 


at Chee Fu telegraphs that a Japanese 
torpedo boat from Taku has broug'at 
the following: 


"The Chinese laid torpedoes on thc 


Taku river and collected troops from 
Shan Hei Ktvaa. Tbe foreign comman- 
ders asssmbled on tho Russian flagship 
and addressed an ultimatums to the 
commanders of the Taku forts, .sum- 
moning them to withdraw their troops 
before 2 o'clock June 17. At 1 a. in. 
June 17 thc guns of the forts opened 
fire, to which thc Russian, British, 
French and Japanese v.-arsl>ips replied. 
Tbe bombardment lasted seven hours. 
The British -ships in the river between 
the forts are reported to have teen 
sunk. The telegraph line and railroad 
between Tien Tsin and Taku were de- 
stroyed. Communication by water is 
also threatened." .

London, June 19. — Lord lioberts, ac- 


cording to a Boer dispa-tch from Ma- 
chadodorp, sent a message to Comman- 
dant General Louis Botha on June 13, 
suggesting disarmament and compli- 
menting the bravery o£ the burghers. 
It was pointed out that tae surrender 
would be without dis'aonor to the 
burghers and would prevent much suf- 
fering, Genera! Botha asked for a 3ls 
days' armistice ia order to confer and 
consider. "Lord Roberts consented to 


. Finally General Botha de- 
accept the proposal and hos- 


tilities were renewed. 


The Boer commandoes are retiring 


on Hiddleburu, followed by the British, 
cavalry 
and artillery, occasionally 


shells reaching the rear guards. The 
Boers are destroying the bridges and 
burning the veldt behind them, carry- 
'ing off provisions and cattle and leav- 
ing the country barren. 


Other advices from Machadodorp say 


that the Boers have an abundance of 
arms and ammunition, with dynamite 
and oxen, and that they are preparing 
heavy wagon trains for a retreat to the 
Lyrtenburg district, where the chiefs, 
notwithstanding rumors to the con- 
trary, we determined 4:o make a stand.

The heavy Russian 
losses were due to tae blowing up of 
the raagazir,;! at ilasdahur. Four hun- 
dred Chinese are reported to havs 
killed. The Chinese, when retreating, 
feil into the hands of the Russian lane! 
forces. Two o£ the forts were blown 
up. The32 warships at Taku aggregated 
200,000 tons and carried more than SCO 
guns."

Four 
thousand German troops have been or- 
dered to China; 10,000 French troops 
have been ordered to embark at Sai- 
gon,

and from 3,000 to 5,000 more Russians 
have been ordered from Port Arthur 
to Taku. 


Instructions to K«mpff. 


Washington, June 19.—The instruc- 


tions sent to Admiral Kempffi, relative 
to his participation to the seizure at 
the Taku forts, were broad, consisting 
of a direction-to protect all American 
interests and to that end to act con- 
currently with the representatives of 
the other powers. It is explained that 
in the opinion of the authorities this 
order conferred upon Adairal Keiupfl 
ample power to seize forts, to fight or 
to do. anything; .in fact, on the sola 
condition that in his Judgment his acts 
should tend to protection, of American 
interests.

From Natal ho iveiit to 
the northern frontier of the Cape Col- 
ony anc'l held the Boers in check there 
for many Tveeks, never succeeding in 
vanquishing tliem, but preventing their 
farther descent into the cclony and tbe 
consequent rising of,tbe disloyal Dutch 
subjects of tlie queen ia that large dis- 
trict. 


I vrns not -with tbe armies cither In 


Natal cr around Ronslmrg. but where 
I vras one continually heard of the ex- 
traordinary -work General French -was 
accomplishing on the .Freo Stjite bor- 
der. He maintained a position 30 to 35 
miles in lenprth, and the Boers told us 
that in all this war (this was before 
Lord Roberta had taken command) no 
British general had so astonished and 
wearied them. Commandos were sent 
Xrotii Natttl and taken from Itajrers- 
foBtein to create the extended v,-ali 
that '(vs.s needed to completely face 
this restless, persistent general, •who 
hammered away in one country, as it 
•were, in the ruoraiujj and iu another 
on the same afternoon. 


Just before Lord Roberts took com- 


mand a story that ran through the mul- 
titude of officers' mess tents in the 
field was to tbe effect that General 
French had informed the authorities

a mention of his uamc. He has the 
slmpe of a brick us well as the best 
characteristics of one. He Is a short, 
thick chun!: of a man, who always 
stands with his feet and legs well 
apart and sits hunched up ou his sad- 
tile like a ret! ludiats sciunV. A rlevr 
of his bad suggests tbe thickset, usct- 
less shapi? of General. Grant, and I 
suspect there Is a great deal of'Grant's 
doggedness in him. Like Grant, too, 
lie shoves no coneeru for externals. 


Me Is quiet, undemonstrative, easy 


and gentle. 
When you are with bis 


command, you don't notice him. you 
dou't think about him—unless you aj'e 
a soldier, aad.theii you .arc ghid you 
arc there., He is perfectly accesUJe 
to any one, but speaks very little wben 
addressed. He must be a fine Judge cf 
men, for he has a splendid staff around 
hiui—splendid In the sense that they 
are soldierly, like himself, and all ac- 
tive and useful. 
Judging from the 


•svsy his men live In the country when 
they are swartalng over it. he must be- 
eat;y, as true soldiers are iu those sit- 
uations, though the discipline of the 
rank and file is excellent. 


When he went over to Thabancbti 


from Bioeuifomem on a bill sticking 
expedition (as tlie distribution of Lord 
Roberts' Droclamatiou was cn!!ed), n e i j 
showed by his treatment of tbe Boers j 1 
that he had a very kindly nature. He 
stopped at n;glit with the families.
